Businesses suffer as section of road rises up and collapses

RESIDENTS and busi¬ 
ness owners in Banbury 
have spoken of their frus¬ 
tration after a burst water 
main lead to floodwater 
flowing down their street. 

North Bar Street was 
closed on Monday morning 
after a pipe burst near the 
Three Pigeons traffic lights 
causing a section of road to 
rise up, before collapsing and 
flooding the road. 

The key through-route is 
now expected to be shut until 
the end of this week between 
Horsefair and the junction 
with Southam Road while re¬ 
pairs are carried out. 

Ilja Harvey, director of Lit¬ 
tle Amsterdam cafe on North 
Bar Street, said the closure 
had meant a significant drop 
in trade. 

She said: “I am lucky that 


my brother put an excellent 
Facebook post up asking cus¬ 
tomers to come in and sup¬ 
port us, and a lot have now 
come in. 

“I live above the shop and 
I only got about two-and-a- 
half hours sleep last night 
after the pipe burst. It re¬ 
minded me of Niagara Falls. 

“I could see the road rais¬ 
ing up and then the water 
started gushing out. The 
work is going to impact me 
hugely I’ve got a wedding 
party here on Saturday and 
that will be difficult espe¬ 
cially as a few people coming 
along might be disabled al¬ 


though cars could be parked 
closer to here if needed.” 

Luke Reeves, sales man¬ 
ager at Mark David Estates 
Agents a few doors down 
from the cafe, said the busi¬ 
ness had also seen fewer peo¬ 
ple come in. 

He added: “It has been nice 
and quiet, for us it hasn’t 
been so much of a problem 
because a lot of people will 
use the internet rather than 
come in. 

“We have seen the road 
coming up and it does look 
very serious though.” 

Cherwell District Council 
has closed the North Bar 


East short stay and North 
Bar West long stay car parks 
while repairs are going on. 

Season ticket holders are 
being advised to find alterna¬ 
tive parking. 

Thames Water said the pipe 
was expected to take a num¬ 
ber of days to fix. 

Spokeswoman Becky Trot- 
man said: “We’ve already 
begun fixing the pipe and 
then we’ll start repairing 
the road. This work is likely 
to continue until later this 
week.” 

Traffic was extremely 
heavy in the area following 
the closure.

Residents’ relief 
over cycle signs

RESIDENTS and councillors 
living next to a towpath in Ban¬ 
bury have welcomed new signs 
on the route to deter speeding 
cyclists. 

People from Chamberlain 
Court, opposite the Castle Quay 
shopping centre, have been wor¬ 
ried for years that a serious ac¬ 
cident might happen if riders 
going too fast hit a pedestrian. 

They have persuaded the Ca¬ 
nal and River Trust to put up 
signs on the path, which ask cy¬ 
clists to slow down and “share 
the space”. 

Jenny Ratcliff, who lives next 
to the towpath, said she had told 
riders several times to kill their 
speed while cycling past. 

The 85-year-old said: “There 
are often groups of young cy¬ 
clists racing along the towpath 
and I’m worried that some of 
our residents if taken by sur¬ 
prise could be injured or end up 
in the canal. 

“If you go out and walk there 
you could get knocked over and 
hurt. 

“No-one here wants to stop 
people cycling but we are just 
asking for them to go a little 
slower. They probably think 
they are in the Olympics.” 


Despite the trust finally taking 
action, Mrs Ratcliff said there 
should be more signs up along 
the route to make sure they are 
noticed. 

She added: “They need to be 
posted up at both ends of the 
path so that people see them 
when they cycle on to it. 

“I spoke to some cyclists and 
told them to look at the signs, 
but they didn’t know what I was 
talking about. A lot of the peo¬ 
ple who live here are in retire¬ 
ment flats as well so people need 
to be careful.” 

The signs were also posted 
thanks to the work of Neithrop 
North town councillor Surinder 
Dhesi, who took up the resi¬ 


dents’ concerns with the trust. 

She said: “We want cyclists 
to enjoy the towpath but some 
need to be more aware of pedes¬ 
trians.” 

Heather Ackrill, home man¬ 
ager at Chamberlain Court, 
contacted Ms Dhesi about the 
towpath. 

She said: “I have nearly been 
knocked over myself because 
you cannot see round the brick 
wall as you come out the gate.” 

”A Canal and River Trust 
spokesperson said, “We are 
holding a ‘Share the Space’ 
event on the towpath on the 
morning of Tuesday, September 
27, to raise awareness of our 
towpath code.”

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Trust boss backs Horton

Hospitals chief says plans 
to move maternity services 
are for safety of new mums

A HOSPITALS chief says his 
“only concern” is the safety 
of pregnant women and their 
babies amid controversial 
changes at a Banbury mater¬ 
nity unit. 

Dr Bruno Holthof sought to al¬ 
lay fears mothers’ lives could be 
put at risk by a temporary change 
to midwife-led care at the Horton 
General Hospital. 

The change - which has been 
blamed on five vacant doctor posts 
- would mean women who experi¬ 
ence complications during birth 
would need to be driven to Oxford 
due to a lack of on-site expertise. 

Campaigners fear that although 
the change has been brought in 
as a temporary measure, it could 
become permanent as part of a 
planned shake-up of the health 
service in Oxfordshire. 

Dr Holthof, chief executive 
of Oxford University Hospitals 
Trust, said last Thursday that 
no decisions had been made but 
admitted: “That is one of the op¬ 
tions, but these are two separate 
decisions. One issue is about the 
short-term in maternity services 
and one is the long-term future of 
the Horton General. 

“At the moment we are having 
difficulty recruiting sufficient 


numbers of doctors for maternity 
services and that is why the board 
has approved a contingency plan. 

“If you do not have enough doc¬ 
tors, it is not safe to run an obstet¬ 
rics unit. 

“What I want people to under¬ 
stand is that our only concern on 
this matter is the safety of preg¬ 
nant women and their babies - 
there are no other concerns.” 

The trust will continue its re¬ 
cruitment drive until August 24, 
he said, with a board meeting to 
follow on August 31 to assess the 
situation. 

The meeting, held in public, will 
start at 3pm and the trust is look¬ 
ing at ways people can watch the 
meeting if they cannot be there in 
person. 


Dr Holthof said there were wid¬ 
er questions about the role of the 
Horton - which caters to people 
from across the north of the coun¬ 
ty in the future, with NHS bosses 
keen to see fewer services in Ox¬ 
ford and more at other sites. 

Overall, it is thought some 80,000 
patients currently going to ap¬ 
pointments at Oxford hospitals 
could instead go to the Horton. 

He said OUH had expanded the 
Brodey Cancer Centre at the Hor¬ 
ton and the dialysis unit, with £6m 
also pledged to improve diagnostic 
services, including CT scans and 
endoscopic examinations. 

Dr Holthof added: “We also want 
to save the Horton and make it a 
general hospital fit for the 21st 
century. 


“We understand some of these 
options are creating a lot of anxi¬ 
ety among staff, patients and the 
general public but we have to 
make sure everything is consid¬ 
ered.” 

Plans being considered for the 
Horton include a £150m redevel¬ 
opment, which would include a 
new emergency care building and 
acute centre. 

Dr Holthof said there were no 
firm estimates but added: “We are 
working up a business case. 

“But what I would say to people 
is we have invested in the Horton 
in the past and will continue to in¬ 
vest in it in the future.” 

He said other uses of land on the 
site, such as housing, could help 
pay for new facilities. 


Manhunt over 

A BANBURY man arrested outside 
Buckingham Palace and charged with 
carrying knives and a “wire saw” has 
been tracked down. 

John Bolton, also known as Shane, was 
hunted by police after failing to show up 
to Westminster Magistrates’ Court on 
Thursday, August 4, sparking the court to 
issue a warrant for his arrest. 

The 46-year-old, who lives in East 
Street, was arrested at Hyde Park Corner 
on Thursday, June 9, on suspicion of 
possessing an offensive weapon in public. 

Thames Valley Police said police had 
found Bolton “safe and well” in Dorset, 
and thanked members of the public for 
their help. 

Tory calls it quits 

A CONSERVATIVE councillor has 
resigned over his party’s “handling of 
the EU referendum”. 

Nigel Randall quit Cherwell District 
Council this week and said he was “done 
with politics”. 

He had previously served as Tory 
district councillor for Adderbury, 
Bloxham and Bodicote since 2012, 
winning re-election last May. 

Mr Randall said he disagreed with “the 
direction the Conservative Party is going 
in”, claiming the government should be 
working to get “a better deal for the UK... 
rather than listening to everyone with a 
personal vendetta about the EU”. 

Rail death probe 

POLICE are investigating the 
circumstances in which a person was 
killed by a train in Oxfordshire last week. 

British Transport Police was called to 
the railway in Little Bourton, north of 
Banbury, at 9.40am on Wednesday to 
reports someone had been struck. The 
death is not being treated as suspicious.

FOLK rock band Fairport Con¬ 
vention have described the 
weekend’s Cropredy Festival 
as the best ever. 

A capacity crowd of almost 
20,000 people packed the festival 
field, near Banbury, for the 37th in¬ 
stalment of the event, which was 
set up and still run by Fairport. 

They were treated to three days 
of fine weather and a mixed bill 
of bands which included folk, pop, 
reggae and prog-rock. 

The festival came to a finale on 
Saturday night with the tradi¬ 
tional three-hour show by Fair- 
port - culminating in a massed 
sing-along to the folk classic Matty 
Groves, accompanied by Chris Les¬ 
lie on banjo, before closing with 
their anthem to friendship Meet on 
the Ledge. 

Bass player Dave Pegg, from Ban¬ 
bury, showed solidarity with cam¬ 
paigners fighting to keep services 
at the town’s Horton General Hos¬ 
pital, by sporting a ‘Hands off Our 
Horton’ campaign T-shirt. 

He told the crowd: “We’ve had the 
best weekend ever, with the best 
bands and the best music. Thank 
you God... She’s been brilliant!” 

The band’s frontman, Simon 
Nicol agreed, adding simply: 


“What he said.” 

He also praised festival-goers 
for their positive attitude and for 
making the festival what it is - in 
particular, making the many new 
bands, such as Australian duo The 
Pierce Brothers who played earlier 
that day, feel so welcome. 

Guests during the extended set 
included Banbury lad Toby Lee, 11, 
who won over the crowd with some 
virtuoso guitar work. Despite his 


age he seemed undaunted at per¬ 
forming in front of a packed field. 
He has previously played with blues 
legend BB King’s band in Memphis, 
Tennessee. 

Fairport, who celebrate their 50th 
anniversary as a band next year, also 
performed a tribute to their late fid¬ 
dle player Dave ‘Swarb’ Swarbrick, 
who died in June. 

They played one of his songs, Ro¬ 
sie, and flashed images of the musi¬ 


cian on large screens either side of 
the stage. 

The festival also featured sets by 
80s pop act Madness, bluegrass- 
rockers Hayseed Dixie, The Bootleg 
Beatles, Steeleye Span, Babylon Cir¬ 
cus, The Pierce Brothers, Gryphon 
and Maia. 

Also joining the fun on Saturady 
was singer-songwriter Ralph Mc- 
Tell, who led the crowd in a rendi¬ 
tion of his classic Streets of London. 


Cropredy is unique among festi¬ 
vals both in terms of its longev¬ 
ity and the loyalty of its fans -with 
many making the journey to the 
north Oxfordshire field for decades. 

Robert Wilkinson, 48, a teacher 
from Whitley Bay, on Tyneside, 
said: “It has been great for music 
this year. I don’t believe in Ley Lines 
but if I did, I bet they’d all converge 
here. 

“It’s a very special place.”

Teachers’ 


plea over 
funding

PUPILS from poorer back¬ 
grounds will not be able to 
reach their full potential 
without a major funding 
boost for schools, head¬ 
teachers have warned. 

Oxfordshire has been hand¬ 
ed £18.7m from the Govern¬ 
ment for the next school year 
to help teach “disadvantaged” 
youngsters by paying for ben¬ 
efits such as one-to-one tui¬ 
tion and trips out to museums 
and the theatre. 

But new figures showed 
only one in 10 of pupils in 
the county who received free 
school meals go on to univer¬ 
sity compared to more than 
a third of their more affluent 
peers. 

More than one in three pu¬ 
pils at John Henry Newman 
Academy in Littlemore are 
classed as “disadvantaged”, 
meaning the school will get 
an extra £162,000 funding. 

Headteacher Jackie Ranger 
said it was crucial to give pu¬ 
pils the best start in their edu¬ 
cation or they could continue 
to lag behind at secondary lev¬ 
el and never have the chance 
to make it to university. 

Mrs Ranger said: “The mon¬ 
ey is extremely important for 
our children. 

“We provide a range of 
things for our children in 
terms of paying for our inclu¬ 
sion manager and our home- 
school link manager. But 
there have been so many cuts 
in education and it is never 
really enough.” 

The Government defines 
children as “disadvantaged” 
if they have been in care or 
if they receive free school 


meals. The 24 percentage 
point gap in Oxfordshire be¬ 
tween pupils on free school 
meals and those who do not- 
going into higher education 
is bigger than nearby local 
authorities Hampshire, West 
Berkshire and Southampton. 

Oxford Spires Academy in 
Glanville Road gets £266,000 
of pupil premium funding as 
about 40 per cent of its chil¬ 
dren are eligible. 

Headteacher Sue Croft said: 
“Pupil premium funding is 
absolutely crucial to make 
sure we close the gap so that 
any children with disadvan¬ 
tage can do equally as well, if 
not better, than their more af¬ 
fluent peers. It is about social 
equality” 

Oxford University runs a 
number of initiatives to try 
and get more youngsters from 
disadvantaged backgrounds 
to apply. 

Dr Anna Caughey works for 
its Oxford for Oxford scheme, 
which is partnered with state 
schools in the city 

She said more funding was 
important but also that young 
people needed access to edu¬ 
cational opportunities out¬ 
side the classroom. 

The scheme has given 
youngsters the opportunity 
to visit the university’s mu¬ 
seums and to learn in envi¬ 
ronments such as Magdalen 
College. 

Dr Caughey said: “What I 
am working towards is creat¬ 
ing an environment for kids 
to have the resources they 
need to get to a place where 
they are applying to univer¬ 
sity 

“Out of classroom learning 
is critical and there is a need 
to make sure that kind of en¬ 
vironment is available to eve¬ 
ryone.

Orchards mapped as important wildlife habitats 


COMMUNITY orchards across Oxfordshire 
have all been mapped for the first time to 
highlight a national decline. 

Wildlife charity the People's Trust for 
Endangered Species said there were 
about 35,000 traditional orchards in 
England - but there had been a 90 per 
cent drop since the 1950s. 

Orchard project officer Megan Gimber 
said: "This map is a great way of helping 
people who aren't lucky enough to have 
an orchard of their own to get involved 
with one locally. 


"Anyone can engage with this 
wonderful habitat by joining existing 
community groups that are working to 
maintain and preserve their local 
orchards." 

Those mapped in Oxfordshire include 
the Wolvercote Community Orchard, the 
Florence Park community orchard, the 
Browning Road Park Community Orchard 
in Banbury and the Coleshill Community 
Orchard in West Oxfordshire. 

Earlier this year, the people's trust 
launched FruitFinder, an online database 


listing every variety of orchard fruit 
grown in the British Isles. It also 
distributes kits to plant over 1,500 trees in 
traditional orchards. 

Steve Oram, orchard biodiversity officer, 
added: "Traditional orchards are made up 
of several different habitats and are home 
to a range of wildlife, including bats, 
birds, insects and plant life. 

"It's essential that this unique habitat is 
preserved, and the community orchard 
map, and our other ongoing orchard 
conservation work, will help to do this."

Campaigners say that more 
must be done to fix defects 
found on county’s roads

THOUSANDS of potholes po¬ 
tentially posing a risk to driv¬ 
ers and cyclists have been re¬ 
ported across Oxfordshire. 

More than 10,000 road defects 
have been fixed in the county in 
the last three years but the coun¬ 
cil’s deputy leader admitted they 
may “never get on top” of the 
problem. 

It comes as figures reveal that 
more than 2,000 potholes reported 
to the council through the Fix- 
MyStreet app didn’t meet the cri¬ 
teria needed to be fixed - larger 
than a dinner plate and deeper 
than a can of cola laid sideways. A 
further 733 reports are still being 
investigated. 

Rodney Rose, deputy leader of 
Oxfordshire County Council, said 
£170m was needed to bring our 
roads up to scratch and admitted 
the issue may never be brought 
under control. 

He said: “We have budget con¬ 
straints in everything we do these 
days which means with potholes 
we have intervention levels de¬ 
pending on the size and how seri¬ 
ous they are. 

“At the moment we are spend¬ 
ing about £10m a year on repairs 
to roads and that shows that un¬ 
less we start completely replacing 


roads - rather than fixing potholes 
when they appear - we will never 
get on top of it.” 

Earlier this year, we revealed a 
big increase in spending which 
saw the amount of money spent 
repairing worn out roads in the 
county more than double last year. 

But despite the county council 
spending £llm on road repair pro¬ 
jects in 2014/15 Mr Rose has said 
more money is needed from cen¬ 
tral government to fix potholes. 

The council and campaigners 
have urged the public not to be put 
off reporting potholes. 


Meanwhile, cyclists decided to 
highlight the crumbling state of 
Oxford’s roads with a “Tour de 
Potholes” on Sunday. 

Organised by Cutteslowe mum- 
of-two Allie Noel and campaign 
group Cyclox, it saw members 
scouring the streets to report 
the worst holes in the road using 
smartphone app FixMyStreet. 

They hoped to spur Oxfordshire 
County Council - the highways au¬ 
thority - into a pothole-fixing blitz 
in the city 

Mrs Noel, 58, said: “We are really 
pleased the message about Fix¬ 


MyStreet seems to be getting out 
there and hope to have a conversa¬ 
tion with the county council about 
our findings soon. 

“The ride has reinforced what 
people already felt - which is they 
are fed up with this situation. 

“I have been cycling on Oxford¬ 
shire’s roads for 50 years and have 
come to the conclusion its roads 
are currently in the worst condi¬ 
tion in all that time. 

“Potholes put cyclists at sig¬ 
nificant risk and can cause them 
to swerve into the carriageway, 
potentially into the path of an 
oncoming vehicle, or can easily 
damage a wheel and cause a rider 
to crash. 

“The county council did get some 
extra money to tackle potholes 
but road maintenance budgets 
have been decreasing and it’s not 
enough - it’s clearly not working.” 

Mrs Noel also criticised the 
council’s criteria for dealing with 
a pothole, which requires it to be 
larger than a dinner plate or deep¬ 
er than a can of cola laid sideways. 

Data from the county council’s 
FixMyStreet app revealed in total 
more than 3,250 potholes remained 
“unfixed” despite being flagged up 
by the public. 

Cyclox chairman Simon Hunt 
urged motorists to keep report¬ 
ing potholes but said the state of 
the roads was putting people off 
cycling. 

He said: “Potholes and other 
road defects are very bad news for 
everyone, whether they’re in a bus 
or other vehicle, or on a bike.”

Life and art are blurred in 
Gervais’ script, which plays like 
a cover version of his award¬ 
winning TV series The Office, 
replete with a wince-inducing 
scene of dad dancing that is 
supposed to attract the fairer 
sex.

Stephen Merchant to rein in his 
self-indulgence behind the 
camera, Gervais puts his 
middle-aged misfit centre stage 
for every excruciating set piece.
